except as provided in subsection (e) of this section,” 44 U.S.C. § 2204(b)(3) (citing 44
U.S.C. § 2204(e)), implicate this court’s or the district court’s jurisdiction in this case?
See, e.g., National Coalition to Save Our Mall v. Norton, 269 F.3d 1092, 1094-95 (D.C.
Cir. 2001). If so, what effect, if any, do §§ 2204(b)(3) and 2204(e) have on the subject
matter jurisdiction of the district court to adjudicate any of the requests listed in the

Complaint’s Claim for Relief?
